CHINESE LABOUR FOR 
SOUTH AFRICA. s

The following letter, signed “ Singapare,” is 
printed in the London Times :— Z 
From all that has beon written aid spoken 
“on tho subject of the importation of Chinese 
“Jabour into Sonth. Afries, one might imagine 
“ ghat tho various ‘mino-owners and labour asso- 
ciations have but to beckon to China and ahe 
will pour into their compounda a stream of 
docile, willing Isbourers, prepared to work at 
highest pressure under. str.ct. control for 5 
inoerate remuneration, and at the edd of their 
coutract time to return to China, equally under 
sucvoillane ,. with (he hard-earned: cash pre- 
sumably on or about their persons. ‘Lhat this 
is» prospect likely to prove alluring to Chineso 
may ut least be donbted, The most cursory 
glance at the bialory of emigration from China 
will show that what, the Chinese emigrant 
most keenly desires is freedom to live his own 
life, carn hid money by tis owu motheds, and 
cultivate his own vices, allio s highor perfection 
than ‘con bo attei.cd in China. It may be 
predicated that uo Chinese will leave Chins 
unlevs with the hopo of living a hoppier life ont 
- of his own country ‘than ho can hope to attain 
in it. The inducements to leave China ore 
usnolly thut the emigrant has friends, or mora 


’ probably relations or tribe connections in some 


particular part of the world oatade China. 
From them he learns that they are happy, and 
probably that they are growing rich, He 
learns, moreover, that when they bave avcumu- 
lated wealth, the mundarins of the country 
permit them to keop it. He hears that the food 
is good, and that pork ia u staple article of dict. 
Rice, porhaps, iv doar, but. the cheapness of 
other Chineso luxuries may counterbalance the 
excessive costof rica, ‘Tho climate muy be hetter 
or worse than that ef the emigrant’s provines in 
China, but the fatalism of tho race puts it ine 
position indifferent. to climate, |All these con-, 
siderations are weighed by the emigrant, and 
hie regords ¢migration as he regards any othor 
gamble before entoring upon ithe weighs 
that ig, probable chances of success against 
risks cf failure, pnts down tho atubiity of the 
foreign Government os o set-off to u bad oF 
indifferent’ climate, balances the actual exis- 
tence of wife and obildren in China ggainst’ 
the possibility of 4 temporary union in the 
Innd of the foroigner, and contrasts the oppor- 
tunities open to energy and initiative in « new 
country with the paralysing checks upon enter- 
prise in his own land of ancestor-worship, 
But above all things he 
desires: a freo hand.’ Ho will not object tua 
coutract to labour for a particular employer, 
especially in countries where his own race is 
numerous already, ond breach of contract is 
.diffeult to visit upon the defaulter; but bis 
contract ia morely 6 meaus to an ond. which is, 
in the enormous majority of cases, to accumulate 
wealth and oxjoy prosperity in a country whore 
thesp cannot be snatched from bim at a mom nt’s 
notice, and, a8 o pious hopo dimly: foreseen, to 
retirn to China to end hia days in peace, 
supported by the proceeds of investmenta which 
he has been careful not to mike in Ching. It 
cannot be doabted that the imagination of the 
stolid celestial ig more moved than white mon’ 
would believe by the strange stories which filter 
back to China of countries wherg a man cun 
enter ag a cooliz, equipped with a bamboo pillow 
anda sleeping-mat of grass, and. yet ina few 
yenrs revel in all tho glories of horses, carriages, 
diamond rings, silke, and other commodities 
dea ¢ to the hearts of Baroprau and Chinese alike. 
Ti this be a true presentment of emigration 
from the Chinese point of view, if these be the 
aims of the Ghineso emigrant, is he likely to 


' attain them in the gold-mines of Sonth Africa? 


From the scheme put forward one gathers 


’ that the coolies will bo collected in Chins, put 


cn beard a coolio-ship, and dischurged therafrom 
into a railway train, which will in toro deliver 
chim .in good order and condtion inside the 
compound of. the wine-owner. ‘hero he will’ 
rernain. Ho will be well fod, well physicked, well 
‘paid, and well worked, and at the eract tine 
when his contract expires he will be shipped 
back ‘to China, better for bis apjourn in South 
Africa in the single respect that he arrived 
penuiloas ond willdepart in possession of a uot 
very largo sum of money: Heis not to he 
allowed to set up a8 otrader o a, market gar- 
dener, still less to make ao fortune o8 o 
speculative buyer of land or employer of labour, 
Colonial sentiment. will prevent bis sojonen 
belny made agreeable by an adequste provision 
of gambling saloong, opin dens, and houses of. 
illfume, such as wey te found in regions to 
which the Chinaman emigrutes without 
restriction, 
The opening provided by the gold-mining 
" indusb yf South Africa is, indeed, ono which 
might appeal to ony closs of native which 
desired moderate, thengh at the same time 
eettuin and ppeedy, profit; but the complete 
cliraination of chance from its operation will not 
appeal to the gambling spirit in the ‘avers ge 
chinese emigrant.

DISINFECTION AS A: PLAGUE 
“PREVENTIVE. 6 >

The opidemic of plaguo in the Duited Prs- 
vincos having practically diod ‘out, the Local 
Government have issued orders recording tha 
leasons gained from the experience of the last 
fow months. It is interesting to note ibat 
Coptain T. W. Fallerion, LMG. hasa higher 
opinion of . disinfection then “Dr, Turner.: 
Allahabad bas of course never been in the grip 
of the scourge to the same extent as Bombay, 
and allowance must be made for local conditions, 
But o special investigation made showed that 
only seven and a half per cout. of ‘the 16,979 
disinfected in 1901-02 nd’ caxos or deaths 
during the last epidemic. Captain Fallertoa 
hoaitates to say how long the preventive 
action. of disiufection losis, but gives it as 
hin opinion that disinfeotion is a preventive. 


“The experienco in Allahabad was ropeoted: in 


Hardwar, and in both towns, says the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, " the residents have been converted 
to a belief in the efficacy of thorough disinfec- 
tion.” 'Eho work was undoubtedly carefully 
douse; and the system of Jeating the roofs’ open 
for a period of ten duys was udopted.- In. tho 

224 houses in which plague had occurred, dis- 
infected iu “Allahabad in 1902-3, a roonrronce 
took place within ten days in only 35 houses, and 
after ten days in only 30. A vory large propor- 
tion of the houses were re-cecupied immodiately 
after disinfection—o. fect which makes the 
result all the moro instructive. Of course it 
was found thot wholesale evacuation was the 


‘meat effective molhod, but this was not practio- 


able in.the towns. In tho villages systematio 
chemical disinfection has been abandoned aa it 
was so resolutely resisted by the poople, who 
generally regarded it as 6 means of spronding 
plaguo. Nor was the attempt. made to convort 
the people to a belief in protective measures 
by m-ons ‘of the ‘appointment of : special 
officers to ride owt into the reral arew, o 


-succass,~—The-~ peripatetic staff did-not do 


wueh work and were regarded by tho villagers 
‘as agents to disseminnte tho disease, whilst 
their oppointment was considered by many 
local officints a8 relieving’ them of all rea- 
ponsibility fur plagae work. Only in special 
cases will plagne naib tahsildars be appointed 
in {nture. - The policy of the United Provinces, 
in, fact, will run along general sanitary lines, 
for inoculation is setused oven where the 
people have confidence in the plague stoff.. The 
Lienfenant-Govsernor has allotted Ry, 60,000 f or 
improving village wator-supplics and ie prepared 
to dovote two lakhs of rupees towards siding 
poor Municipalities 40 carry out urgont 
souitary reforms, and a special appeal is made to 


Municipal Boards to “ spare no efforts to fight 
the plague before it is ugain in their midst.”—~

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INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE, 1 
The United States Commission on Interna- 
tion-f Exchange arrived ia London Inst month ; 
‘from New York, and, after having several Cou-" 
forences with the Prime Miviater, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, snd other members of the 
Government, is to visit’ the other capitala of 
Europe. Mr. Jules Gathridge, the Secretary 
to the Commission, in an interviow with a Press 
reprosontative, explained the objects of the 
‘Mirsion to Loudon, and also-the purpose of the. 
tonr through Europe, “Mexico,” be said, 
“took the first step in instituting the Com- 
mission by xequeating State Secretary Hay 
to nse his influonce to secure the conrent of the 
United States to cv-operate with Mexico aud 
China in an endeavour to put these countrie® 
on. o better financial basis, which. would’ rer ult 
in having o stesdying effect upon the prices of 
silver and npon the rates of exchange, and would 
also stabilify their curreboy. President Roose- 
‘volt, fully“approved of the suggestion, and he 
sont a message to Congress, with the result that 
Congress, lost Session, voted an Appropristion 
Bill to form .o Commission to. obtain the 
co-operation <f the Enroposn Powors. The 
Commisyion ‘cunsisig of Mr. Hugh H. 
Hanna, of Indianapolis; Mr.. Charles A. 
Conant, New York; and. Prefessor J. W. 
Jenks, of Cornell University, The-desire of the 
Commission in coming first to London is to con, 
sult with the leading members of the Government 
here, and cspecially with those responsible for 
Colonial administration, in regard to s0 arrange 
ing the coinage system of the British Colonie- 
os to ensure a greater stability in exchange 
belween the silver-usiog Colonies of Great 
Britain. (which include the British East 
Indies) and the countries which are on a 
gold basis, ond with which these Colonies do 
business, These Colonies huve a large trade 
with Great Britain and tho United States, 
which are on a gold basis. Silver is at present 
at ‘a very :low. ‘price, and it fluctuates #0 
much as to bare a tad effect.on tho rates 
of exchange. Tho purpose of the Commis- 
sion in consulling with the British, Govern- 
ment is to endenrour to get Britain to 
reorgunise the cojuage system of its silver-using 
Colonies so as to xecnre grenter stability be- 
tween itver-using countrios and the gold-using 
countries. Another point which will be 
discussed with the British Government is as tb’ 
whether terms can be arranged which will bp 
most advantogeous to’ Chins in paying her in- 
demnity to the great European Powers end to the 
United States, . China is on the silver basis, and_ 
her finances areat present ina very disorganised 
condition, and «fforte will be made to put them 
on a more suitable basis. Onrobjec', of course, 
is that China shall bo enabled to pay the 
indemnity withont becoming in an absolutely 
bankrupt condition, and also to. steady the 
monetary system between China and those 
countries with whom she trates. In that effort 
we hope to obtain the co-operation of the 
British Government, The Commission expects 
to be in London about o ‘furtuight or three 
weeks, and then we shall go on to Paris, ‘Tbe 
Government here may want a week or two to 
considor certain propositic ns, and in that event 
-the Commission will retura. in London from 
Paris.. From Paris the Commission will go to 
The Hagne, and then to Borlin asd Bt. 
Petersburg. .We expect in each of the 
European capitals to mest members of the 
Government, and to endeavour to arrive 
at some sort of undurstandin; on the 
question, After the Conference with tho 
British Government the Commission hope 
that the situation will be clarified some- 
what, and go ronder their lubours in the other 
capitals comparatively easy. We hopo to finish 
the work and start back to America in the first 
week of September.” x 


THE RESTRAINT OF, MOTORISTS. ° 

Sir Ralph Payxe Gallivoy writes to the 
Times :— : 

As a sure méans of identifying the recklors 
«don't care a hang for anybody” motor-car 
drivers, the class of men who daily imperil our 
lives and who are responsible for the ‘ motor 
murders” that tov frequently oecar, I would 
suggest a legalised we of tho shot-gun, In 
the caso cf 9 motorist—by wilful neglect of 
ordinary precautions—inflicting injury. on a 
pedestrian, or causing damage to the proporty 
of a person driving or riding on the highway, 
followed by on attempt to escape detection by 
continuing bis rapid progress, I consider. the 
injured party should be legally permitted to fre 
at the offender. The gun not to bo used at o 
range exceeding 40 yards, and the shot with which 
it 3s loaded not to bo of a larger size than No. 8 
or 9. Thongh in the cirenmstances alluded ‘to 
the bombardment. would merely take effect on 
the back of the enlprit, and would result in no 
appreciable injary to bim, it would surely tend 
to his exercising’ more civility and caution oa 
future cecasions, The marks of the shot would 
‘ba an instant means of identifying the” trans- 
gressor when his clothes were removed for that 
purpose by the police of the towa receiving on 
intimation by telegraph to d-tain him. I 
should recommend that cylinder-bored. guns be 
emp;oyed in this simple method of identification, 
by reason of theirscaitering propensities. The 
caees charged with snipe shot-—kuown as “ motor’ 
cartridges”—should be obtainable only from 
the ‘local. polica, snd at oc moderate sum per 
thousand, This precaution anout -small shot 
| ig a necessary one in the interests of motorists 
themselves, otherwise an.enraged public would 
certainly load with rusty nails, buck, or Dam- 
Dum bullets. carne

AUSTRALIA’ AND NAVAL, 
‘DEFENCE. : 


Senator Alec P. Matheson returns to the 
charge in the June number of° thi United 
Servics Magasine. His psper ia mainly a 
retert to tho argumenta of Lient. L. Hordern, 
E.N,, against colonial Navies in general, and 
an Avstralian ono in particular. It is true, as 
Mr, Matheson contends, that Licut. Hordern, 
like most naval writers, has studied this pro- 
blemn from too narrow n stondpoint—a stand- 
poiut sound:so for 2s it goes, Senator Matho- 
son has medo atrenous effcrts to grapple with 
the opponents ‘of lec) Navies by writing 
numerous lottens end articles. | There is a good 
desl cf force in his complaint that be bas beon 
unable to persuade any of his naval critics to 
descend from the cloudy regions of the theore- 
tical principles into the: moro solid. aoréna’ of 
practical fact. Asan example, he relates how 
Adniral Sir E.R, Frementle objectd to a 
passoge in the poper which Mr. Matheson rend 
at the Royat Colonial Enstitution Inst Maroh. 
The Admiral hnd stated that the British Navy 
needed 160 moro cruisers to adequately defend 
commerce, From.-thia admissicn Mr, Matheson 
argued in his papor thot Australian locol trado 
would not, and,-in fact, could not, bo properly 
safeguarded if the British Navy wore engoged 
in-a serious struggle. Horo, of course, wo have 


the main argument for on Australian Navy: |. 


There has long been a growing fear in Australin 
that so distant a quarter of the Empire might | 
suffer if the Navy were hard pressed. That 
apprehension is notorally increased when o 
distinguished Adiniral states thut we have not 
uearly enough crainers for. the protection 
of ccmmoree. Bat Sir Edmund Fremantle, 
says Mr. Matheson, ‘strongly resented my 
quotation of. his views.” Why the Adm ral 
should have resented this spplication of hia ciows 
to the Austratian jusne one foils to comprehend. 
The Admiral rose to say that his desire for 
more crnisers was tu ensure "the free ingress 
end egress of exports andimports, Ho did not 
say that these crnisers were- required for the 
defence of onr shores, or ever for the defenco of 
Australian shores.” | Nor did the Adwiral say 
that any colony weuld. be left unguarded; 
bat there is'a reascnable presumption that o 
colony might be neglected if the people of. these 
islonds uerded.a)l, or nearly all, the cruisers to 
protect the routes converging upon the United 
‘Kingdom. Mr. Matheson and his friends can- 
not conquer the spprebension that one or two 
powerful cruisers of the enomy may evade the 
_British Navy and prey upon Australian sbip- 
ping. The doctrine that * the sea is one” does 
not comfort them. In short they want a local 
Navy, or, failing this, come definite assurance 
that a local Navy will never boneeded. If there 
bo any ench guarantee, why do not the Admi- 
ralty stato. it so clearly that the colonists may 
understand it? 

There is snother point in Mr. Matheson’s 
paper which deserves attention, ° Many writers 
in this coustry have been dwelling persistently 
upen the incorrect allegation that naval defence 
ccsis the heme tuxpeyer 16s, per head and tho 
Australian taxpoyer only 4d, per head. ‘Fhis 
is not literully true, because Anstralia fortities 
her ports and maintains 5 small forco of officers 
and wen. Her outlay en defence docu not begin 
and end with the small contribution paid to the 
Admiralty. Whether she should do more is 


another questicu, but we agres ‘with Mr. is 


M olheson that it will be a deplorable thing if 
the Ausirslions, or other colonists, aré brought 
tu kelieve tbat our sole reason for desiring the 
federotion of the Lajtish Empire is that the 


part of bis naval burdens. It is seceusary 
to remember that thé while populatiin of 
Australia sboat equals that of Londor, and that | 
no substantial share of tha nave! burdén can yet
